The policy regarding intoxicating liquors, their production , trans 
port, sale and consumption etc. is different in different States. It 
has resulted in great many complications and even reversal of the 
policy of prohibition in many Ştates which had gone dry after 
Independence . In order to evolve a uniform policy for the country , 
it is necessary to transfer this item from the State List to Concur 
rent List in the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In its 20th Report, the Law Commission had recommended that a 
separate law should be enacted for regulating hire -purchase transac 
tions. Even though this Report was presented in May, 1961, no 
law on the lines suggested by the Commission has so far been 
brought forward by Government. As more and more people are 
resorting to hire - purchase system , it is high time that a law safe 
guarding the interests of both the parties be put on the Statute -book . 
The present Bill aims to achieve this object.
